MASSPIRG  launches  public  lands  campaign 


With  beautiful  spring  just  around 
the  corner,  hundreds  will  be  heading 
out  to  public  lands  like  state  parks  or 
the  park  down  the  street  for  a  little 
rest  and  recreation.  What  they  may 
not  know  is  that  their  neighborhood 
open  space  could  be  a  target  for 
development. 

Development  is  transforming  the 
Massachusetts  landscape,  eating  up 
two  acres  of  land  an  hour,  or  approx- 
imately 1 6,000  acres  a  year,  accord- 
ing to  Massachusetts  Audubon  Soci- 
ety. Developers  often  treat  public 
lands  as  "lands  in  waiting"  for  com- 
mercial and  residential  develop- 
ment. From  the  Greylock  Glen  in 
Adams  to  Den  Rock  Park  in  South 
Lawrence,  developers  have  been 
eyeing  these  open  space  for  devel- 
opment opportunities. 


"We  can  no  longer  take  for  grant- 
ed that  public  lands  like  our  state 
parks  or  the  park  down  the  street 
will  be  around  forever,"  said  Phil 
Healy,  campaign  coordinator  for 
MASSPIRG,  "not  when  any  open 
space  is  fair  game  for  developers." 
Municipalities  often  introduce  bills 
in  the  Legislature  for  access  to  pub- 
lic lands  for  both  public  and  private 
purposes.  The  Legislature  may  then 
transfer;  and  to  municipalities  by 
two-thirds  vote,  which  is  usually  a 
routine  matter  of  debate.  According 
to  a  MASSPIRG  report,  from  1989 
to  2000,  over  half  of  the  land  trans- 
fers (56%)  were  for  commercial, 
industrial,  residential,  and  other 
unknown  purposes. 

To  protect  public  lands  that  are 
set  aside  for  preservation, 


MASSPIRG  is  launching  its  first 
public  lands  campaign  to  pass  legis- 
lation known  as  the  "Public  Lands 
Preservation  Bill"  (S.  1109).  Specif- 
ically, the  bill  will  set  strict  criteria 
before  public  lands  are  sold  or 
leased  by: 

1 .  Requiring  the  exploration  of  alter- 
natives to  developing  open  spaces; 

2.  Requiring  replacement  land  of 
equal  value  if  the  land  is  ultimately 
taken; 

3.  Arming  the  Legislature  with  more 
information  on  the  proposed  use  of 
the  land. 

"This  bill  will  not  stop  necessary 
construction  in  our  cities  and  towns. 
However,  we  do  want  to  encourage 
communities  to  consider  alterna- 
tives to  using  their  last  remaining 
parcels  of  open  space-  to  make  it  a 


last  resort  rather  than  a  first 
instinct,"  said  Senator  Pam  Resor 
(D-Acton),  author  of  the  bill. 

This  bill  is  currently  before  the 
Senate  Ways  and  Means  Committee 
of  the  Legislature.  In  Fitchburg, 
Senator  Robert  Antonioni  and  Rep- 
resentative Emile  Goguen  have  not 
expressed  their  support  for  S.1109. 
MASSPIRG  is  urging  concerned  cit- 
izens to  contact  their  legislators  to 
express  their  support  for  S.1109  by 
writing  letters  to  these  politicians.

Dah-Fuzion  livens  up  audience

The  house  lights  were  down,  only  shades  of  blue 
could  be  seen  on  stage,  with  trippy  images  project- 
ed onto  the  walls  next  to  the  stage,  all  giving  a 
sense  of  curiosity  and  anxiousness.  The  scene  was 
set  in  Percival  Auditorium  on  Fri.,  Feb.  8.  Sudden- 
ly the  music  starts,  and  there  is  movement  on  the 
stage. 

It  didn't  take  long  for  the  crowd  to  warm  up  to 
Dha-Fuzion,  a  dance  troupe  and  band  from  New 
York.  As  the  show  progressed  Akim  Funk  Buddha, 
creator,  choreographer,  and  director  of  the  group, 
demonstrated  a  number  of  self-taught  talents,  rang- 
ing from  hip-hop  dance  styles,  to  standing  still 
without  blinking. 

Funk  Buddha  made  it  known  from  the  beginning 
of  the  show  that  "this  is  not  television,"  he  was 
looking  for  an  enthusiastic  audience  that  was  will- 
ing to  participate,  and  that's  just  what  he  got!  He 
told  a  story  about  a  bird  that  would  provide  an 
abundance  of  any  food  that  was  asked  for,  but  in 
order  to  make  the  food  she  would  do  a  dance,  and 
everybody  around  her  would  dance.  During  this 
piece  audience  members  provided  idea  for  the  types 
of  food  in  the  story,  they  were  also  called  up  on 
stage  to  dance  with  the  cast. 

All  of  the  music  in  the  show  had  a  worldly  rhyth- 
mic beat,  with  African,  Asian,  and  other  influences. 
The  band  of  six  members,  included  a  variety  of 
instruments  such  as  drums,  an  electric  guitar,  a 
sitar,  and  a  tanpura.  The  mix  of  instruments,  and 
styles  of  music  made  a  very  innovative,  and  inspi- 
rational sound. 

Much  of  the  performance  was  based  on  humor, 
and  audience  involvement.  Funk  Buddha  tries  to 
learn  more  about  life  by  talking  to  a  god-like  being 
who  sends  him  to  wake  the  Cat-Dragon,  who  is  said 
to  hold  many  answers  to  life's  questions.  Trying  to 
wake  the  Cat-Dragon  Funk  Buddha  asks  what  the 


audience  thinks  is  the  best  way  is.  One  man  replied, 
"Yodel,"  and  was  brought  on  stage  to  wake  the 
creature  by  yodeling.  The  versatile  performer  made 
a  song  into  the  yodel,  eventually  waking  up  the  Cat- 
Dragon. 

Cat-Dragon  from  that  point  on  serves  as  a  men- 
tor for  Funk  Buddha.  The  two  worked  well  on  stage 
together,  their  energy  and  charisma  was  felt  strong- 
ly by  the  audience.  Chikako  Iwahori  (Cat-Dragon) 
demonstrated  her  skills  in  martial  arts,  tap  dance, 
and  African  dance.  Funk  Buddha  and  Cat-Dragon 
had  a  lively  banter  of  dance  between  them,  one  try- 
ing to  outdo  the  other.  Funk  Buddha  contemplates 
the  difference  between  death  of  the  body  and  death 
of  the  ego  when  the  sword  of  Cat-Dragon  kills  him. 

Each  portion  of  the  show  had  a  meaning  or  les- 
son that  to  be  found  within  the  performance.  Funk 
Buddha  explores  many  areas  of  life,  from  birth  and 
developing  as  a  child,  to  tolerating  everyone's  dif- 
ferences, to  the  idea  of  the  ego  being  more  impor- 
tant to  people  than  their  actual  life.  Perhaps  differ- 
ent members  of  the  audience  had  their  own  inter- 
pretation of  Funk  Buddha's  message  but  the  gener- 
al idea  of  getting  "back  to  creation,"  as  the  show 
was  called,  and  living  life  for  what  it's  worth  was 
more  than  clear. 

The  show  ended  in  a  mix  of  dances,  with  each 
dancer  that  appeared  throughout  the  show  doing  a 
solo  dance  in  his  or  her  own  specialty.  By  the  end 
of  the  performance  the  audience  had  been  exposed 
to  more  than  eight  different  types  of  dance  from  all 
over  the  world,  including  South-African  "Gum 
Boot,"  capoiera,  tap  dance,  hip  hop  popping,  and 
Shaolin  Kung  Fu.  The  audience  was  also  called 
onto  the  stage  at  the  end  of  the  show  to  participate 
in  the  fun  of  dancing.  Akim  Funk  Buddha's  last 
message  was  that  nobody  can  take  away  your 
movement,  life  centers  around  movement  and 
dance  is  a  great  way  to  express  it.

Dave  Brubeck  to  jazz  up  Fitchburg  State 


Jazz  legend  Dave  Brubeck  will 
perform  at  Fitchburg  State  College 
on  March  7th  at  8  p.m.  in  Weston 
Auditorium.

"An  Evening  with  Dave"  offers 
the  rare  opportunity  to  hear  one  of 
history's  great  jazz  pianists. 
Brubeck  has  played  for  every  presi- 
dent since  John  F.  Kennedy,  and 
over  the  course  of  six  decades 
changed  the  face  of  jazz  recordings. 

Brubeck  was  born  in  Concord, 
California,  in  1920.  Until  the  age  of 
11,  he  received  early  training  in 
classical  music  from  his  mother,  a 
pianist  and  teacher.  Two  of 
Brubeck's  brothers  are  music  teach- 
ers and  four  of  his  sons  are  profes- 
sional jazz  musicians. 

By  the  age  of  13,  was  performing 
professionally  with  local  jazz 
groups.  He  received  a  B.A.  in  music 
from  the  College  of  Pacific  in 
Stockton,  California.  He  studied 
composition  with  the  classical  com- 
poser Darius  Milhaud  at  Mills  Col- 
lege in  Oakland.    From  1940-42  he 


played  in  The 
Band  That  Jumps. 
Then  he  joined 
the  army  and 
played  with  the 
Wolf  Pack  Band 
in  Europe  (1944- 
45).  After  dis- 
charge, he  went 
back  to  study  with 
Milhaud  between 
1946-49.  With 
fellow  students, 
Brubeck  founded 
the  experimental 
Jazz  Workshop 
Ensemble,  which  started  recording 
in  1949  as  the  Dave  Brubeck  Octet. 
It  included  Paul  Desmond,  Cal  Tjad- 
er,  and  Bill  Smith. 

In  1949,  Brubeck  created  the 
Dave  Brubeck  Trio  with  smooth- 
swinging  bassist  Gene  Wright  and 
hard-swinging  drummer  Joe  Morel- 
lo.  In  1951,  with  the  addition  of  the 
lyrical  alto  saxophonist  Paul 
Desmond,  it  became  the  original 
Dave  Brubeck  Quartet  (1951-67), 
one  of  the  most  popular  jazz  groups 
of  all  time.  In  1954,  Brubeck  made 
the  cover  of  Time  magazine,  and  the 
album  Time  Out,  recorded  and 
released  in  1959,  was  the  first  jazz 


album  to  sell  over 
a  million  copies. 
Despite  his  popu- 
larity, Brubeck 
was  an  experimen- 
tal musician  who 
introduced  unusual 
time  signatures. 

In  1959, 
Brubeck  appeared 
with  Leonard 
Bernstein  and  the 
New  York  Philhar- 
monic orchestra. 
In  the  early  1960's, 
he  began  to  com- 
pose extended  works  including 
Points  on  Jazz  for  the  American 
Ballet  and  the  musical  theater  piece 
The  Real  Ambassadors,  written  with 
the  help  of  his  wife  Iola,  a  lyricist. 

In  1967,  Brubeck  disbanded  the 
Dave  Brubeck  Quartet  to  concen- 
trate on  composing.  In  1968,  he 
formed  a  new  a  quartet  that  included 
the  more  swinging  Gerry  Mulligan 
in  place  of  the  retiring  Paul 
Desmond  as  well  as  Alan  Dawson 
and  Jack  Six.  The  played  together 
until  1972.  Then,  Brubeck  began  to 
play  with  his  sons  Darius  (key- 
boards), Dan  (drums),  and  Chris 
(bass  guitar  and  bass  trombone). 


The  stayed  together  until  1974. 
Again,  Brubeck  retried  to  write 
extended  works,  including  the  orato- 
rio The  Light  in  the  Wilderness. 

From  1977  to  1979,  Brubeck 
formed  a  new  quartet  with  Jack  Six, 
Rand  Jones,  and  Bill  Smith  (clar- 
inet), and  Bob  Militello  (reeds).  In 
1987,  Brubeck  composed  and  per- 
formed music  for  the  papal  visit. 
From  the  1980's  on,  Brubeck 
received  numerous  awards,  includ- 
ing a  Lifetime  Achievement  award 
in  1996  from  the  National  Academy 
of  Recording  Arts  and  Sciences. 

In  1995,  in  celebration  of  his  75th 
birthday,  Brubeck  played  two  con- 
certs in  the  National  Cathedral  in 
Washington  D.C.  He  performed  and 
hour-long  Mass,  To  Hope!  (A  Cele- 
bration) and  premiered  the  choral 
work  This  is  the  Day. 

In  his  career,  Brubeck  collaborat- 
ed with  Louis  Armstrong,  Carmen 
McRae,  Jimmy  Rushing  and  many 
others.  Brubeck's  piano  style  is 
described  as  "heavy  in  touch  and 
thick  with  complex  harmonies 
[which]  evolved  in  later  years  into  a 
richer  more  melodic,  but  no  less 
provocative,  form  of  expression

connections  between  his  wife's  (Debra  Mess- 
ing) drawings  of  a  demonic  butterfly  like  crea- 
ture, made  only  hours  before  her  death,  and  the 
town  after  he  hears  citizen's  stories  of  strange 
sightings  and  psychic  visions. 

Local  police  officer,  Connie  Parker  (Laura 
Linney)  begins  to  trust  Klein  and  together  they 
investigate  the  eerie  phone  calls,  sightings  and 
voices  predict  disasters;  plane  crashes  and 
earthquakes.  However,  the  more  that  is 
revealed  the  more  the  characters  sanity  deteri- 
orates. The  relationship  between  Klein  and 
Parker  is  as  odd  as  the  events  when  at  some 
times  there  seems  to  be  a  romantic  interest  and 
other  times  a  sibling  rivalry. 

Though  the  film  suggests  an  analytical 
exploration  of  these  bizarre  events,  it  crosses 
the  boundaries  into  action-rescue  movie,  with 
its  attractive  cast  falling  victim  to  unfortunate 
circumstances.  The  many  startling,  'edge  of 
you  seat'  scenes  produce  even  greater  disap- 
pointment in  the  lazy,  yet  happy  ending  that 
ties  up  none  of  the  loose  strings.  The  tense 
final  scene  attempts,  but  fails  to  distract  view- 
ers from  the  real  unsolved  problem  at  hand. 
Does  the  Mothman  really,  and  still  exist  even 
though  the  noble  heroes  escape  death? 

Though  feared  extremely  in  the  film  by  the 
townspeople,  insects  tend  to  make  poor  vil- 
lains, especially  when  they  live  merely  in  the 
drawings  of  humans.  The  creature  is  hardly 
seen  in  the  film,  however  its  few  short  cameos, 
with  the  typical  'you  know  it's  coming'  music, 
are  very  disturbing.

Rangers  goaltender 
Mike  Richter  said  in 
an  interview  on 
CNBC  television  on 
Sunday  that  a  deci- 
sion has  yet  to  be 
made  on  whether 
Nashville  Predators 
goalie  Mike  Dun- 
ham or  Tom  Barasso 
of  the  Carolina  Hur- 
ricanes will  start. 

"We  have  three 
goalies  on  the  team 
that  all  are  capable 
of  starting.  To  me 
that  is  one  of  the 
things  that  makes 
our  team 

strong. ..But  no,  I 
have  not  heard  who 
is  starting  and  it 
doesn't  bother  me," 
he  said. 

Goaltending 
has  already  proven 
to    be   key    in    the

Seliger  playing  the  game  of  his  life  to  lead  his 
team  to  an  upset  of  heavily  favored  Slovakia.
